Toland and B yars of this county and a 
m an nam ed Stevens to intecept 
the 
wagon. 
They m et it in the road near 
town and not fa r from the scene of 
the recent Pisgah fight. 
The consta­ 
bles divided their forces and made the 
attack in front and rear. 
One of them 
. in front ordered a halt and surrender, 
stating th a t they were state officers. 
Some one in the wagon 
said, 
“AU 
right,” but before they had tim e to sur­ 
render a pistol was fired and P etti­ 
grew fell. 
The fighting then became 
general. 
Jack Fisher and Bill Dur­ 
ham , pf Tyron, N. C., were killed. P et­ 
tigrew was dangerously and Toland 
slightly wounded. 
The coroner’s ver­ 
dict was th at Fisher and Durham came 
to their death by gunshot wounds a t 
th e hands of parties unknown to the 
jury.

Ton Dollar Pines Are Provided For Failure 
to Observe Its Provisions. 
Janesville’s new weed commissioner, 
Clement Noyes, has no easy task 
before him. 
The law was amended 
last w inter, the penalties being quite 
severe upon those who fail to comply. 
Sections I and 2 which point out the 
duties of property owners and the 
penalties, read as follows: 
Section I. 
Every person and cor­ 
poration shall destroy, upon all lands 
which he or they shall o wn, occupy or 
control, all weeds known as Canada 
thistle (circinal arvense), 
burdock 
(lappa officianalis), w hite or ox-eye 
daisy (leucantheAum vulgar!*), cockle 
burr (zanthium 
strum arium ), 
saw 
thistle (souchus arvensis), sour dock 
and yellow dock (rumex crisput), mus­ 
tard (tinipis arvensis), wild parsnip 
(thapsinm bai binode), 
and 
sweet 
clover (millilotus alba or mellilotus 
vulgaris) a t such tim e and in such 
m anner, as shall effectually prevent 
them from bearing seed. 
In like 
m anner shall he or they destroy any 
of the above mentioned weeds, stand­ 
ing, and growing as far as the center 
of the highways, lanes or alleys, ad­ 
joining the lands owned or controlled 
by 41101 or them. 
Section 2. 
If the occupant of any 
Buch laud shall fail to so destroy such 
weeds as so required, after having six 
day's notice in w riting by any com­ 
missioner i f noxions weeds, such oc­ 
cupant shall be fined five dollars for 
the first offence and ten dollars far 
each offense thereafter.

THIS DAT IN HISTORY 


1847—Emanuel Marquis Grouchy, marshal of 
France under Napoleon, died; born 1766. 
1S52—Honry Clay, American statesman, died 
at Washington; born 1777. Clay was born 
in Virginia aud emigrated to Kentucky 
after his admittance to the bar. He was 
then 20 years old. When Kentucky formed 
her state constitution, Clay advocated the 
gradual abolition of slavery- One of his 
greatest speeches in congress, where he 
served 13 years, favored the recognition of 
the South American republics. Clay was 
thrice candidate for president, the last 
time in 1844, when he received the Whig 
vote of several northern and border states, 
but not enough for election. As an orator 
he was unequaled in the west and was pop­ 
ularly termed “ Kentucky’s favorite son.” 
Clay fought a bloodless duel with John 
Randolph. 
1880—The steamer Seawanaka, carrying 800 
passengers, burned off College Point, N. 
Y., with the loss of 50 lives. 
1888—Francis Henry Temple Bellew, the artist, 
died; born 1827. General Washington L 
Elliott died in S>n Francisco; born 18^1.

have done. 
Moreover, his position aB 
leader of the conservatives in the 
house of commons cured him of his 
halting speech and made him one of 
the most brilliant debaters in the 
kingdom. 
Mr. 
Chamberlain is 
another who is distinguished on the 
Boor as well as in the closet. 
Taken all in all the new ministry 
will be able to chow the best that the 
union ist party can do. 
And the stress 
laid upon this word unionists suggests 
another thing—that the days of con­ 
servatives and liberals in England are 
almost over. Just as tories changed to 
conservatives and the liberals grew 
out of the Whigs so the conservatives 
and the liberal unionists have now 
been drawn together in the unionist 
party, or as It may be known sooner 
or later, the nationalist. 
As for the 
liberals they bid fair to come on the 
atage next as radicals. That will, of 
course, not signify the ancient radi­ 
calism of B&mford’s time, 
or even 
that of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s earlier 
years, but the new spirit, equally 
anti-monarchical and anti-republican, 
which has been so rapidly developed 
in these later years, and which seems 
disposed half to oppose and half to 
yield to the socialistic tendencies of 
the day. 
Liberalism has become an 
empty letter. Radicalism is the quick­ 
ening spirit.

In discussing the possibilities of 
cotton manufacture in the south,many 
enthusiasts are deluded by the pleas­ 
ing theory that all industries should 
center at those points at which their 
raw materials are obtainable in the 
greatest abundance and at the lowest 
cost. 
Itta argued that the only nat­ 
ural and logical site for cotton manu 
f ac lure is in the midst of the cotton 
fields, and that the center of the 
iron industry must inevitably be es­ 
tablished 
in the heart of

great ore beds of the south. 
Possibly 
such conditions may be reached when 
the development of this country shall 
have been made uniform from coast to 
coast; but that era is not too far in 
the future to interest the present gen­ 
eration. 
In most industries the facil­ 
ities for marketing products is as im­ 
portant as proximity to sources of sup 
ply of raw materials; and the presence 
of a population that will furnish the 
necessary labor is also a cod t id era 
tion of prime importance.

a oundant capital shall have accumu­ 
lated in some other section.

ton fields must pass through many 
stages of development before cities in 
the position of Janesville lose control 
of the loom and the jenny.

Bacteriology of the Sea. 
Dr. B. Fischer, bacteriologist of the 
1894 Plankton expedition, in his report 
on the “ Microbes of the Sea,” says that 
microbes capable of germination are ev­ 
erywhere to be fonnd in sea water ex­ 
cept at great depths. They are more nu­ 
merous in the Canary, Florida and Lab­ 
rador currents than they are in either 
the Guinea or equatorial currents. They 
were not detected with certainty in the 
ooze of the ocean’s bed, but were abun­ 
dant at all depths shallower than 1,300, 
and some were fonnd at a depth of 3,500 
feet. Like the bacteria of the different 
diseases, those of the ocean are found in 
all shapes and forms, the spiral pre­ 
dominating. Nearly all were found pro­ 
vided with hooks or suckers, and one 
large family are reported as being phos­ 
phorescent.
